New State Laws

Editors Note—This is the eleventh in 


a scries in explanation of the Acts of 
the General Assembly of 1931 It 
deals with Act No. 61. 


Act No. 61 of 1931 gives municipali- 


ties which have lost population since 
they became cities of the first class, 
the right to petition for a reduction 
in grade to the second class in order 
to cut down the cost of government. 


The act, introduced as a bill by Sen- 


ator DuVal L. Purkins, provides that 
first class cities Which have been re- 
duced by a federal census to less than 


5,000 population, may through their 
councils ^petition the State Board of 
Municipal Corporation to grant a re- 
duction to second class cities. 


The same provision is made where 


second class cities show a reduction of 
population to below the •'2,000' mark. 


Where a. first class city thus is re- 


duced to the grade of second class, the 
mayor automatically becomes the po- 
lice judge and th'e latter's "off ice is 
abolished. 


Other city officers would continue 


to hold their positions until the next 
regular city election.

Justice Marshall, of 


Kansas Court, Dies

miles an hour on its six-mile run on 
the Philadelphia, Germantown and 
Norristown railroad. 


Modern locomotives built at the lo- 


comotive works which grew out of 
Baldwin's efforts weigh as much as 
5C2 tons. More than 61,000 have been 
built at this plant.
